Could anything be afore 
absurd in the woy of fraternal intorcolomal 
Jegiclation ? Already, there are signs that 
our port will bea heavy loser if the Govern- 
ment insist upon the olanscs of the Chinese 
Immigration Aot being followed ont in all 
their severity, acd our members should take 
immmediate ateps to introduce aa amending 
olauss to remove from our shoulders all 
responsibility save in the case of Chinese 
landing at Fort Darwin. 


‘Tur threo Arctic vessela which Messrs 
Denny, ot Dumbarton, bave been buildiog 
for the Russian Government, started on 
Aug, 1 on their interesting and important 
voyage to the Yonessi, via the Kara Sea.

Gibraltar wore 60 defective that they would 
be ceeless in time of war, and even now were 
being abandoned by British ships in favour 
of Algiars; that anless steps wero taken to 
extend the Mole at Gibraltar.the harbour 
was useless ag a fleet anchorage, a8 8 
ropniring pleco for disabled ships, or as a 
base of operations; and that there was no 
signsl code or means of communication 
suitable for modern requirements betwoon 
vessels of the Royal Navy and tho British

THE NAVAL MANGUVRES. 


The second stage of the naval 
mancuvros, whiob commenced on Thurs- 
day night, July 27, at ten o'clock, was to 
conclude at ten o'clock on the night of 
Aug. 6, thus allawing ten days for hoatili- 
ties. On the 7th tho various vedsols engag- 
ad in the manceuvres are to retarn to their 
respoctive caging stations and complete with 
coals, ‘They will then procaed to Portland 
for target practice, and whon this is com- 
ploted the various squadrons will assemble 
for inspection, After the inapection they 
will ba dispersed os follows :—The ‘A’ 
(Red) Fleet to Spithoad, the *B' (Red) 
to Torbay, ‘C' (Blue) to Portland, ani 
'D' (Blue) to Plymouth. Tha torpedo 
squadron will algo sesemble at Ply- 
mouth for ivepection, After the ves- 
sels have boon inspected they will st once 
return to their ports to pay off, and it is 
understovd that fourteen days will be 
allowed for this purpose. 

The Larne torpedo-hoats on July 28, 
after having one of their quinter captured, 
diatinguished themselves in ahothor direc- 
tion. After passing the Maiden Rock, 
about six miles from the entrauce of Larne 
Harbonr, they siguted a fleet of six ships 
ateering appurently for Larne. About this 
time, says the correspondent of the Morn. 
ing Post, the fist misbap ocpurred, the 
condensers of the nearest bost breaking 
down and pincing her hors de combat. The 
now diminished flotilla rapidly closed with 
tha fect which they took to be tho enomy. 
The two Je ding boats made a brilliant 
attack, and such was the precision with 
which they launched their torpedoes that 
both ships simed at were strack about 
midships. To the surpriae of the boats nat 
the slightest notice was taken of their 
attack by the flest, xv they immediately 
steamed alongside, avd, on inquiting, were 
inf tthe feet _they had just at- 
tacked wera the cruisers belonging to; 
Admiral Dale’s squadron, and, consequent- 
ly, not foes but friends. It is easy to 
account for this case of mistaken ideutity. 
‘Thera is a special private signal which the 
ships of the Blue sido hoiat when en- 
countering their torpedo-boats, but the 
cruigers in question were uoaware of the 
fact that hostilities bad commenced, as 
they were showing sll their lights. The 
Bolfast boats wera, however, more for- 
tunate, ué they fell in with the Lamlash 
floct proceeding southward. They attack- 
ed, firing noveral torpedoes, and claim to 
have aunk ono of the enemy's cruisers. 

4 GREAT BATTLE, 

Tho first great battle of the manmurres 
was fought on Saturday, Fuly 29.

Fleat, although our 
cruisers gave us warning that it was quito

After combining he had, it ap- 
pears, quickly reorganised his fleats and 
come in chasa of us. Ho approached in two 
long columns of line ahead, flanked on each 
beam by a porfect s:cud’of emall orsft and 
cruisers. We reovived him in single column 
of line abead, and oa he passed grandly 
down on our port side we oponed fire upon 
him with every gun that.would bear. OF 
course he replied, but his fire could not of 
nocessity be so heavy a5 oura, since the fire 
of hie starboard column was tnuch interfer- 
ed with -by tho ships of his port lino. 
‘Whon the fleets had thus passed they both 
whooled round to paas again. At this junc- 
ture the Atedacious, Afolus, Melampus op- 
portunely camo up to our atsistance and 
pave us a strength noarly, if not quite, 
ual to that of our opponents, Admiral 
Fitztoy theronpon orderod the head of hie 
column, which vonsisted of the heavier 
ships of tho 0 ‘ fleet, to turn to port a8 if 
to ram the passing enemy. 

Tho manwuvre was cithor. partially 
misunderstood or ill-oxecuted, for at nearly 
tod us into confusion and might easily have 
resulted in the actual ramming of friends 
‘as of foes, But a mishap was, IT am glad 
to say, avoided by tho promptitude and j 
resource of tho captaina cuncerned, Seo- 
ing that ho could not score a victory, 
Admiral Fairfax signalled to us an offer to 
consider the engagement in the light of an 
indeciaivo action, aud this offer Admiral 
Fitzroy thought fit to accopt. The order
